THE FARM. 



CABBAGE TOR WINTER. 

In storltiK i ibbage tor winter a 
tl y ip i .>f mound must be Dejected, 
possible uoe tbat Is naturally well 
drained, but avoid a hillside With 
• large plow make n trench six to 
Sight Inches deep going and leturn- 
iog In the same furrow and finish- 
ing with a shovel, that Is, cleaning 
out the small ridge in the center 
which has been left by the plow. On 
a dry day the cabbage is pulled and 
turned upside down and allowed to 
drain tor an bour or so. 

Place the cabbage in the trench 
close together with the roots up 
Then plow several furrows against 
the cabbage on either side and fin 
lsh with a ahovel, putting on about 
tlx Inches of dirt. When the gromid 
has frozen two or three Inches cm 
er with corn-Btalks to the depth of 
a foot. If Uie cabbage shows any 
signs of decay It Is time ill-spent • 
bury It; also. In soisnim when ih( 
rainfall has been excessive during 
growing season, cabbage will kee| 
but a short time and should not be 
burled.— American Agriculturist 
THE KICKING COW. 

Some of Job's patience may bav< 
come of experience lu handling I 
kicking cow, camel, goat or whaiev 
er animM furnished the milk supply 
tor the family. Certainly a kick 
lng cow is trying, it not an ahomi 
nation. Sometimes she is such i 
KOJd milk and btuter animal that 
we hesitate to dispose of her. If 
the reader has one, he mlcht c m 
aider with profit aud pleasure the 
following fr m IbArd's Dairyman: 

"We read of all sorts of devices 
to cure kicking cows, Like balky 
horses, kicking cows are usually 
made so by the men who handle 
tbem. The best device we have 
ever seen is to put a ring In the 
lloor overhead and with a halter on 
the cow draw her head up pretty taut 
She can not kick very, well in tills 
position, and the beauty of it Is 
she does not know what It is that 
prevents her, as she soon comes to 
k.iow if a strap is buckled about her 
legs." 

STOCK TAKING COLD. 

The horse Is very susceptible to 
cold ; and the horses that are stab- 
led when not being worked or ex- 
ercised feel the changes of weath- 
er quite as readily as' do " those en- 
Joying a more free life. All stables 
should be fairly lofty, because horses 
need plenty of fresh air, and this 
ean only be properly given during 
Intense cold wh?n ventilation can be 
given above the heads of the ani- 
mals, so far as elevation is concern- 
ed, the position of the ventilators 
mattering little so long as they are 
at a good height and placed with 
Judgment. The stable should feel 
cosy upon going in, but not stuff* , 
otherwise the horses will feel chil- 
ly upon coming out 

When the horses are out at work 
they need Utile care, so long as 
they are actually employed, but if 
being rested, or doing duty tlint In- 
volves periods of Inaction, it then 
becomes necessary to see that there 
is no chance giveu for a chill to be 
caught If to stand for several mln- 
utes, as when a wagon is being load- 
ed, a loin - cloth, or sheet, should 
be thrown across the buck and le- 
mov d when actual work recommence: 
and the same plan should be follow 
ed until tlie cold lrroaka 

Cows do not feel the cold m> much 
as d i h its ■ •. but, for all • lu . lu 
do feel It. Perhaps one of the 
most noticeable tenures as regard! 
cows during cold is the lncreis»d 
amount of food that, the animals will 
c .nsuuie. 

CARE OK BROOD SOWS 

My experience as a breeder of 
pure-bred Berkshire swine for the 
past eight years ha* convinced nic 
that the care and miuageuient of 
the brood sow is the most Intricate 
feature of successful hog growing 
All bogs require close attention and 
rational feeding at all ages, regard- 
leas of sex, but the brood sow and hct 
ca:e is the most Important phase 
of the business. The great loss in 
•nost herds Is during the farrow lng - 
perk d Some are from accld >nts.snnn 
from Improper feeing and others 
from extreme heat, cold or dimp 
houses and MUiy nesu. 

Good care und rational feeding <f 
the sows during till* m >*t rrltli il 
period has a marked influence on 
the young pigs that can lie policed 
until they are full grown. To best 
explain our method-- 'f earing fir 
Uie sows 1 will ho'i'n at the time 
the litters are weaned and xplaln 
how we cu:o for our .<ows ttiit'l nfte- 
they are ready to be t ikon away 
from the next litter. Most of the 
pigs are wanned at from seven to 
nine weeks, according to their site 
and condition of the sows. When 
the sows are taken nwny they are 
turned into a pasture for 
about a week, and we al- 
low them very little feed. Af-; 
tcr atr ut n week we feed them bran 
and eltnrte mixed In'o n 'hick eb-n 



and one or two ears of corn twice 
a day, .tad carry them along in this 
way about ten weeks before we breed 
them tor the next litter. Our hogs 
at all times have cold water and 
charcoal and salt In their yards. 

AfUsr breeding our two sows we In- 
crease the amount of ml 11 feed and fee* 
lent c«rn, and feed in this way fr- 
eight weeks, then we supplement one 
pound of tankage in the place of 
corn, making a ration that is Unex- 
celled for the developing of good 
thrifty litters of pigs. We lire 
great friends of tankage and find 
it an econmoical feed when we con- 
alder the result* obtained by Its use 
Two weeks before farrowing we movf 
the sow to the farrowing pen and give 
her an opportunity to become ac- 
quainted with her new qunrters and 
get her accustomed to being patted 
and handled. We have never bad 
but one sow that we could not rime 
If a man understands his sows he 
should have no trouble in assisting 
them during the farrowing period 
We make it a practice to be With 
every s iw when she farrows and 
pUice the pigs In a basket as fast 
as they come and remain until eh 
is through aud each pig has sucked 
Many think this is too much trou- 
ble, aud right here Is where they 
fail, for without trouble and extra 
time devoted to their care, hogs will 
not prove profitable, and unless a 
man Ikes the business I would advl«< 
him to keep out of It. By follow- 
ing this method we thing we save 
two plggs from every litter on an 
avcrige and know they are all get 
ting a goid start In life. 

For the first three or four day 
we fe-d the sow very lightly with 
bran and warm water and inrre««e

her feed until at three ween she b 
getting all she will oat, without 
uwding, of a slop of bran, aborts, 
tankage and s< me skim milk At 
four weeks of age we fe«d the pi;:* 
In a small trough, sep irate from the 
sow, a fexl of skim milk i'nd short) 
mixed into a thin slop. In this way 
of caring t >r and feeding our sows 
we hive been very snrcraeful In sav- 
ing mi.- pig cr ,» and keeping our 
sows in good breeding r mdltion 
The sows have averaged eight pip. 
to a litter at weaning time, a lias 
of 7 per cent of all farrow™! 

The m >sl serious mistake mode ir 
caring for pigs is made in the cure- 
less and indifferent manner of cu- 
ing for I lie brood s>ws and pigs. 
Start Jie pigs right and push them 
every day from the time they are 
farrowed on a well Iwlanced nuum 
and they will make a rapid and un- 
iform growth. Most of the sows 
we uuy are one year old and bred 
We think quite an item is saved ui 
this way of buying. The sows we 
retain m the herd are about the sam> 
age. sixe nnd of uniform type l'n- 
normlty in a herd is the xreitest 
point to bo c msidered and its ml 
vantages are obvious A uniform 
lot of pigs look better, sell better and 
feed better and are better ireviy 
waythan an uneven bunch. 

The man who gives proper care 
and attention to his brood sows and 
star's hi young pig, right, has solv- 
ed three- fourths of the problem of 
producing pork nnd growing pun 
ured swine If it pays the breed o 
of pure bred hogs to pay close ; - 
leutloQ to all the details of the 
busims •-, it should p ove equally pro- 
fitable to the man whq Is growing 
hogs for market.
